We now urge again the great need for food preduction in the 
present year. It will be as great, if not greater, than since 1915, and 
efforts to produce it should not relax—rather they should be increased. 
All the Government agencies are emphasizing this, and we cannot 
urge it too strongly upon our patrons. We would particularly 
advise that more attention be paid to root crops, which can be carried 
over the Winter. Our pamphlet on Root Crops, which is very com- 
prehensive, may be had when ordering. 


DELAY IS DANGEROUS 


In this connection we would urge the sending of orders for seeds, 
etc., as soon after receipt of this catalogue as possible. Do not wait 
until the Spring rush is on, because the seeds will keep with you as 
well as with us, and you will thereby probably be spared disastrous 
delay when you are ready to plant, if you send your order in January 
or February. Owing to the fact that the ranks of the seedsmen are 
depleted because of war demands, also because all transportation is 
slowed up on the same account, it is vitally necessary to send orders 
as far in advance as possible.

The old saying that ‘‘the way to have is to keep,” applies to vegetables and fruit as well as to money, 
nd there is no doubt that good economy requires that everything grown beyond what is wanted for 
immediate use should be kept for consumption in winter time. 5 

Vegetables and fruits begin to decay in most cases shortly after picking. This is due to the attacks 
of certain bacteria, which immediately start the process of decomposition. — rte, 

__ In canning and preserving these bacteria are destroyed by heat sterilization, and similarly vegetables 
_may also be kept for use in winter by drying or by storing under conditions similar to those required for 
their growth. The best and easiest method of keeping vegetables is by storing in cellars or in pits in the 
_ open ground, and on this page we illustrate several ways in which this may be done. : 

A low temperature, evenly maintained a little above freezing, and a ventilated, slightly moist atmos- 
phere is the desideratum for keeping most vegetables through the winter. There are, however, exceptions 
which are detailed below. Store only sound, well-matured specimens. When one has a ventilated cold cel- 
lar in the house, the cold-storage problem is simplified, but in many homes the heat from the furnaces 
renders it impossible to keep vegetables for any length of time, so that outside stotage must be resorted to. 
The simplest outdoor storage is ‘“pitting’’ the suitable vegetables. The Outdoor Pit. An excavation or 
excavations are made in the garden a foot or more in depth, and of shape and size proportionate to the 
quantity of products to be stored. These are piled heaping full, forming a mound or cone over which straw

A door 
ould be provided at one end, for convenience. On account of the amount of 
air contained in a cellar of this kind very uniform conditions are obtained. Not 
only may the hardy roots be stored in it, but also Celery, Cabbage, Brussels 
Sprouts, and Leek plants may be placed upright, roots on the ground, and will 
keep in prime condition. 
-_ “ROOT CROPS,” including Beets, Turnips, Carrots, Rutabagas, Parsnips, 
Salsify and Winter Radish. These are all easy to keep in either cellar or pit and 
require more moisture than Potatoes. So they are best packed in sand, light 
soil or spaghnum moss moistened. They should be dug before severe frost. 
Cut off the tops to within an inch of the root, but leave the roots on. Parsnips 
and Salsify may also be left out where they grew and dug for use when the 
ground thaws out. 


BRUSSELS SPROUTS. Pull the plants after frost, leaving roots on. 
Stand upright on soil in the outdoor cellar. 


- CABBAGE requires to be kept in moist cold. Pull the plants, leaving all 
leaves, stems and dirt on. Place close together, heads down in a trench 1 foot 
deep. Cover with 6 inches of straw and before freezing weather add 3 or 4 
inches of soil, and before winter sets in increase the soil, covering to a foot in 
thickness. Cabbage may also be stored in the outdoor cellar, standing them 
uprigat, the roots on soil. ~ : 3 BRT 

CELERY reauires to be kept as cool as possible without freezing. For early 
winter use, it should be partially blanched-in the garden; but for later winter 
use, it should be put away green. Store as late as possible, but before freezing. 
One method is to dig a trench as deep as the Celery is high and as narrow as 
possible to pack the Celery snugly in an upright position, roots on the soil. 
Cover with straw, hay or leaves, then add 6 to 8 inches of soil. In the outdoor 
cellar it is stood up with roots on moistsoil, In the house cellar store the Celery 
in narrow boxes or barrels not quite the height of the plants. A few inches of 
damp soil or sand is placed in the bottom; pack the celery in upright with roots 


— roof is sufficient protection until severe freezing weather, when hay, 


A Cool Cellar Will Keep Most Crops 
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in contact with the sand; pack moderately tight to exclude the air so the Celery 
will not wilt. The moist sand at the roots will sustain it. The soil should be 
watered as often as needed to keep it from drying out—but water throug! holes 
about 8 inches apart bored through the boxes just above the soil or sand—do 
not wet the foliage or stalks. Thus packed and the boxes placed in a cool cellar, 
Celery will blanch and be fit to use in four to seven weeks, according to the 
variety. 

CUCUMBER. Treat in same manner as Tomato. 

EGG-PLANT,. Treat in same manner as Tomato. 


_ KALE. Stands right out in the garden. Pull leaves as required. Frost 
improves the flavor. 

_ LEEK. Store green; leave roots and leaves on; place close together, stand- 
ing with roots on soil or sand in the outdoor cellar or trench, like Celery. 

ONION. Cool, dry air is best. When thoroughly cured remove tops and 
store on slatted shelves or in trays in a cold, airy, frost-proof loft or room. 
Damp air causes Onions to sprout. 

PEPPER. Treat in same manner as Tomato. 

POTATOES, if dug in mild weather, are best left on the ground in a heap and 
covered with straw or hay to keep the sun off. Before freezing weather store 
in dry, cold cellar or pit. 

PUMPKIN, SQUASH and SWEET POTATOES keep best in the dry at- 
mosphere of a loft or room at about 45 degrees. If warmer they lose weight; if 
moist they rot. Gather before frost and leave the stems on. 

SALSIFY. Follow directions given to Parsnip. 


SPINACH, WINTER, remaining in the garden should be covered, after the 
ground has lightly frozen, with straw or hay to a depth of about 6 inches to 
check successive freezing and thawing. Corn Salad may be treated in the 
same way. 


TOMATO. Gather the large, unripened fruits before frost and lay without touching 
each other on excelsior, hay or straw, to permit circulation of air about them. Place 
in the shade in room of moderate temperature E 
and they will continue to ripen and 
color up, sometimes lasting until 
Christmas.

MR. SLOAN TELLS HIS EXPERIENCES 


Q. What is the size of your lot, Mr. Sloan, and what is its situation? 


A. The entire lot measures 25 feet wide by 125 feet long, so after allowing 
‘some ground for a lawn and flower beds, I had at my disposal a plot 25 feet 
by 50 feet at the rear, upon which I decided to raise vegetables for my family. 
It has a southerly exposure, which is of course the best that can be found. 
My garden catches the sunshine early and keeps it late. To this, in great 
measure, I attribute my success in raising Peas (I have Peas on Memorial 
Day), Beans and Corn much earlier than anyone else in this neighborhood. 
Then my plot is surrounded by a board fence which protects it from chilly 
north and northwest winds. You may see it in the picture. It is a great 
aid to earliness. 


Q. What is the nature of the soil and when did you prepare it for planting? 


A. I am sorry to say that it is a rather stiff clay, but I brought it into 
productive condition by manuring and cultivation. As soon as the frost was 
out of the ground and it was dry enough to be friable (I consider it friable 
when a compressed ball of earth in your hands crumbles apart when released) 
I set about the digging and did it all myself, as it is important that this be well 
done. It is the secret of successful gardening. 


Q. What fertilizer, and how much did you use? 


A. I did not use fertilizer except in small quantities occasionally, to stimu- 
late growth, and at the time I made a second planting. In making garden in 
the spring I rely on stable manure, which I can procure easily in my neighbor- 
hood. I use 10 barrels on my plot every spring, because, owing to the nature 
of the soil, I need stable manure to improve its physical condition. I spread 
the manure before commencing to dig. Failing manure, I would use 25 lbs. 
commercial fertilizer. 


Q. How many times did you find it necessary to cultivate the early crops 
before they came to maturity? 


A. Three times with the draw hoe, I should say, but the work was thor- 
oughly done, and weeds cleaned out root and branch. It trebles the work to 
let the weeds get a start. By this “‘hoeing up” process I stimulated growth, 
and at the same time conserved the moisture in the ground by keeping the soil 
loose and broken up on top. 


. What varieties of vegetables did you grow first, and about how many 
feet of row, or number of hills, did you plant? 


A. I kept a record, which will show you the quantities of seed I used for 
the first planting, the number of hills and the length of row of the different

By the Rev. 8. L. Grigsby (See Picture of Garden Below) 


Touching Tomato Culture, there are three things to be considered: The seed, “the soil, and the method of cultivation. c 
5 ee ves cae always be the very best. The practical gardener has learned by experience that Henderson’s Ponderosa is always of the best quality, and 
the seed dependable 

While there may be some prejudice against the y ellow tomato, as inferior in flavor, those who have tried Henderson’s Golden Ponderosa find that prejudice 
removed. This tomato is said to have originated as a “‘sport’’ from the Red Ponderosa, and, like its parent; itis really unexcelled. Its excellent flavor, size ~ 
(weighing often as much as 2% pounds) and solidity, commend it as a deservedly popular variety. 

The soil in which tomatoes-are to be grown should be loose and fertile—a deep, rich, sandy loam soil:with a clay subsoil is always preferable. 
be used, this should be well rotted. 

The seed should be sown:early in hot bed, and when the plants are about aniinc¢h and a half high, if the weather will admit of it, they should be re-set in 
cold frames, where they can be protected and cultivated until the danger of frost has disappeared. This will insure strong, stocky plants. 


The ground in which the eens are to be permanently set should be well broken and, 
just before the plants are set out, holes 344 to 4 feet apart should be dug with spading fork. 
‘These should be 12 inches deep and 16 inches in diameter, allowing the loose top soil to fill _ 
in, in place of the clay removed, leaving the surface level. 


When the plants have grown from six to eight inches high the frames should be made: aul 
stake six feet by one by three inches should be driven into the ground on the south side, | 
and four inches from each plant. In order to render frames firm, and to Bee for the 
support of the vines after they shall have.attained five feet, or more, a:strip lengthwise with 
each row may be nailed on top of stakes, and later each alternate row should be joined to 
the next row following by nailing strips across the top, so that the vines can be made to fall 
over on the top of the frames thus made. There are two advantages gained by this method 
of framing'the vines: first, the vines'themselves are well supported over ‘head, allowing ample 
space beneath for continued cultivation; 2nd, the shade, which, especially in ‘hot, dry climates — 
is so much needed, is provided. 


All sprouts should be removed up to the first blossom cluster, and after that only such 
branches as appear superfluous. 


In order to train properly on to the frames, the vine must be prevented from falling over 
by carefully tying each to its several stake. This is done by wrapping the string once around 
the stake and tying to prevent slipping, and then loosely gathering the vine with 3 its branches — 
and tying to the stake. This must be repeated at intervals until the vines reach the top of — 
the stakes. Within the five or six feet the vines should be tied from three to five times. | 


Deep cultivation is never necessary, and at no time should the earth be hilled up high about — 
the plant. To conserve the moisture, after every rain or irrigation, as soon as the soil will 
admit of it, the ground about and between the plants should be thoroughly cultivated, | 
aE the soil well pulverized, thus providing a mulch to keep out the heat and to conserve — | 
the moisture. 


The accompanying cut shows a small garden square in a private garden cultivated as 
above described. Here about forty vines were made to produce more than 400 pounds of 
firm, marketable tomatoes, continuing at their prime when vines in neighboring gardens 
were no longer productive on account of the drouth. These vines, from six to eight feet 
high, were those of Henderson’s Ponderosa Tomatoes, both red and golden, and have been

Zinnias, Marigolds and Dahlias yield place to the mahogany browns 
and reds of late Autumn. 
When the Iris is about gone the next 
expression of color comes through 
Hardy Phlox, and I had a very inter- 
i] esting experience with this. When 
.we did our original planting we put out 
twenty-five dollars worth of Phlox 
plants. My hopes were never ful- 
filled concerning it, so, two years 
later, in July, I planted twenty-five 
cents’ worth of Henderson’s Hardy 
Phlox seed. Early in November the 
tiny plants these seeds had yielded 
were transplanted to their permanent 
homes, and the result from that ex- 
periment encouraged me in the future 
to raise my own stock of perennials.

OUR GARDEN AT ILLSLEY (Continued) 
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To the uncertain beginner I say, ‘Be fearless! Try 
anything’ that sounds interesting and promises to be 
beautiful.” I haye had some of my greatest pleasure in 
that way. I am sure a more experienced gardener would 
have discouraged many of these efforts, but I can 
truthfully say I succeeded oftener than I failed. 

In addition to the hedge row, we have a more formal 
garden south of the house. The center is occupied by 
a circular bed filled with the wonderful Gruss an Tep- 
litz whose constant profusion of red roses gives this spot 
its keynote of success. Four large beds planted in giant 
Zinnias are always attractive, and, by the way, star- 
shaped beds have much to recommend them. Cutting 
and weeding are made simple from the fact that any part 
can be reached without injury to the flowers. Summer would 
lose its ring of completeness to me without these bright, 
sturdy Zinnias. A long bed the width of the garden borders 
one side. This is occupied by gorgeous pink Peonies, stately 
Madonna Lilies, and towering Delphiniums, all blooming at the 
same time. In another long bed small flowers add a profusion 
of bloom, such as the 
Gaillardia, Shasta Daisy-- 
Pyrethrum, Candytuft, 
Foxglove, Columbine, and 
many others 

There is a gentle at- 
mosphere of promise as 
We get a’sweeping view of 
our garden early in the 
morning.

SEED SOWING. Most cases of failure of seeds to come up are due to unsuitable soil conditions. Itis 
mechanically impossible that young seedlings ean send their shoots upwards through soil which is hard and 
packed, neither can tender rootlets pierce downward in such soil. The result is an abortive effort to grow. 
So let the soil, either in the cold frame, or the permanent bed, be well dug and pulverized. Fine soil should 
be sifted on top to at least an inch in depth;audif heavy or clayey, lightened with sand. Smooth down the 
surface with a piece of board about 8 in. square, to the center of which a small block has been nailed to 
hold on by. Then with a pointed stick mark out thé rows, letting them run the narrow 
way of theframe oribox. Stick ina name label at the end of each row, and then drop the : - . ; 5 ! 
seeds in a little pinch at a time, taking care to spread it so that it does not lie in lumps The right way The wrong way j 
(see cut above). Very small seeds should be sown broadcast on a square space, a the label stuck in the center. Sow large seeds one by ee an- 
inchapart. Sift earth over all to cover thems deep as twice their diameter, and then press down firmly again with the board. Hard shell seeds 

like Ipomoeas, Cannas, etc., should be soaked in water 24 hours to soften before planting. Lay over the bed a piece of thin cotton cloth, and 
. water with.a fine spray. When the seeds come up, remove the cloth. After this do not let the soil «dry out, and raise the sash or pane of 

\. glass, as the case may be, to admit air on warm days. Seed sowing in permanent beds is accomplished in the same way, but of course 
is not done until May 10th to May 15th, with some exceptions already noted. Note that when seeds are sown out-doors they should 
be covered more deeply than if sown indoors or under glass. Cover to fully three times the diameter of the seed. Some 
__.___ gardeners lacking a cold frame plant all their annuals outdoors about May 10th, in a temporary 
seed-bed located along a south wall, and protected from the sun by a strip of cloth three feet wide and 
as long as the bed. This is nailed on four-feet slats placed about three feet apart. One of the ends of the 
slats is stuck in the ground, and the other rests in.a leaning position against the wall. Also use this on 
cold nights. Prepare the soil, and sow the seed in the same way as in a cold frame, but a trifle deeper.

PERENNIAL FLOWER SEEDS. The great charm of Perennials lies in their 


ANNUAL FLOWER SEEDS. These complete the cycle of their existence, 
growing from seed te seed in one year. Many sorts require to be sown in some 
sheltered situation such as a greenhouse, cold frame, or window box about a 
month before ther may be planted outdoors. By sowing thus early, the 
growing season is proportionately prolonged. Others may be sown where they 
are to stand, in which case they require careful attention for the first few weeks. 


Annuals offer a large field for selection, embracing plants of all kinds, from 
the modest Sweet Alyssum to the gorgeous Salvia, the majestic Ricinus, and 
dainty Cosmos. They are found in every conceivable shade of color, and are 
adaptable for growing as single specimens, or planting for large effect in clumps 
or masses, while others are well suited for making borders. 

While there is no class of plants that will survive better under rigorous con- 
ditions, yet in order to achieve the best results they should be planted where 
they can obtain ample sunlight, and may be easliy watered. 

It is almost needless to urge the importance of careful weeding, as weeds 
usually grow more rapidly than the seedlings. If the rows are carefully 
marked when sown it will be easy to distinguish the weeds. 

A continuity _of bloom may be secured by occasional sowings of many 
sorts, such as Eschscholtzia, Sweet Alyssum, Phlox, Zinnia, ete. In the 
latitude of New York these sowings may be made as late as June 15th. 


_ The great value of annuals is greatly enhanced by the fact that an effectual 
display may be secured for a very modest outlay. 


Once established they are a constant source of pleasure, and 
among the most interesting plants in our gardens, presenting a variety of form 
and color so great as to fit them for almost every conceivable purpose in the

Many plants of this class, notably Antirrhinums, have been so greatly 


. improved by hybridization during recent years that they may now be had 


in varying height, and in almost every shade of color. 

A very large porportion of the Perennial plants that may be grown from 
seed have great value as cut flowers, because of their great substance, which 
enables them to stand up well long after cutting. 

Notwithstanding their individual charm, they are most effective when 
planted in a mixed border, where by arranging them according to height, 
color and season of flowering, an attractive display may be had from the 
earliest days of spring, all through the summer, and even after the first 
frosts herald the approach of winter. And so, week by week, such a border will 
present new charms and revive old ones, the beauty of it growing with ever- 
increasing interest. 

Perennials are generally raised from seed grown from early spring to about 
August Ist, in the latitude of New York. 

Treated thus, they make strong plants, which may be planted in a per- 
manent situation early enough in the fall to enable them to winter safely. 

In some instances plants will flower the first year from seed if sown quite 
early, but nearly all require a year to reach their full development,

The Ball Celery Bleaching Tubes are made of heavy paper, waterproofed, 
and with care may be used over and over again for several years. The plant 
is drawn together and the tube slipped over it (if the Spring Brass Celery 
Handler is also used it facilitates the operation); all light is then excluded and 
the celery blanches beautifully in from 10 to 15 days’ time. Celery blanched 
with tubes is sweeter and cleaner than that blanched by banking, for there is 
no earthy flavor as with the latter, and besides, celery may be had for the table 
very much earlier, as the tubes may be placed over the plants any time the 
celery is large enough, even in hot, moist weather. The free circulation of air 
around the plant inside the tube allows it to dry out quickly after a rain. 
Place 12 or 25 tubes over as many plants, and in a week or 10 days later tube 
another lot of plants, then as the tubes are removed from the first iot they are 
placed over other celery plants. The celery should be nearly full grown before 
putting on our bleaching tubes. At this time, with plenty of moisture, heart 
growth is very rapid, and celery will often be in prime condition in from 8 to 
14 days. : : 

For the late or winter crops these bleachers can be put on just before banking 
with soil; they will prevent dirt from entering the heart of the plant. The 
result, sanitary cleanliness, more than repays the cost, especially for private use. 

The 6 x 12 size is usually used on medium or average size celery; the 614 x 13 
for large stalks. The 7 x 14 is best for very big celery, especially the green 
warieties. The bleachers should hug the celery close, but not tight. If an 
unusually large plant is encountered trim off a few leaves.
